Circuit 
Judge Bernreuter declared it was 
the purpose of the law to protect 
people on public highways. 

Petition for a new trial was denied 
and an appeal motion to a higher 
court was dropped. Bingheim re- 
ceived his sentence in October, 1922. 

“You will be a public benefactor 
by going to prison as an example to 
others who are tempted to speed 
and drive recklessly with an auto- 
mobile,’ said the Judge.

The treaty of Sevres, by the sign- 
ing of which peace was declared be- 
tween the allies and Turkey, gave 
fhe Greeks control of Smyrna and 
the greater part of Thrace which, 
for centuries. had been Turkish ter- 
ritory.

Father Was Assassinated. 

Constantine’s reign dated trom 
March 18. 1913, when his father 
George I, was assassinated. He was 
born on Aug. 3, 1868, was educated 
by German tutors and received mili- 
tary instruction at German army 
maneuvers. 

After having been once dismissed 
as commander of the Greek army in 
1909. because of popular clamor 
against him, Constantine, then Crown 
Prince, became a national hero in the 
Balkan War of 1912 by leading a 
Greek army to the capture of Saloni- 
ki from the Turks, as a result of 
which he was accorded the popular 
title of “The Liberator.”

is ADVISED BY SECRETARY DAVIS 


| «Upon Solution of Problem Depends 
Our Existence as a Nation,” He 
Tells Women’s Conference. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Protec- 
tion of women in industry from ex- 
ploitation as to wages, hours and 
working conditions and removal of 
mothers from industry were the key- 
notes of an address by Secretary 
Davis today opening the three-day 
sessions of the conference on women 
in industry called by the Womens 
Bureau of the Department of Labor.
